Four horses of a _ six-horse team 
met instant death late yesterday af- 


\ 
ternoon when they came in contact 


with a liwe wire of the Ontario Pow- 
er Company on the ground between 
15th and 16th streets on Euclid ave- 
nue. Two of the horses escaped 
with severe shock. 

The team was pulling a scraper, 
leveling off the parking beneath the 
peprer trees and when the lead team 


stepped on the wire both dropped 
dead, and the two on the left hand 
side behind them also dropped. The 
two animals behind the lead team 
on the right were thrown to the 
ground and it was fully one hour be- 
fore they recovered from the shock. 

The horses had been leased by 
Contractor Lieneau, who has the con- 
tract for the improvement of Euclid 
avenue, of Guy Gooding of San Ber- 
nardino. 

Employees of Contractor Lieneau | 
stated yesterday that the wire had 
been down all day and no attention 
paid to it, but employees of the On- 
tario Power Company claimed, that 
the men had run into a nearby pole 
and knocked the wire loose. 

The struggle of the two horses 
which recovered from the shock was 
stated by eye-witnesses to be the 
most pitiful sight they had ever ex- 
perienced. Thrown prone upon the 
ground by the 2300 volts which pass- 
ed through their bodies, four of thé 
powerful horses lay dead, while the 
two which received a lighter shock 
struggled and groaned in agony, not 
knowing why they should suffer such 
torture, 

Strange as it may seem the driver 
of the six horse team and the man 
handling the scraper were not injur- 
ed in the least. The two horses 
which received the lighter shock evi- 
dent received it through the har- 
ness, but the driver and the man at 
the scraper did not receive even a 
faint touch of the electricity.

PEANUTS-FONTANA 


Peanut raising has become a large 
industry with the Fontana Farms 
Company. Last year a small patch of) 
peanuts was put in to test the adap- 
tability of the soil for the production 
of the little “Spanish” peanuts, 50} 
valuable for making butter, peanut 
oil and other edibles made from the 
little tuber. The test proved a suc-| 
cess and this year 2000 acres of land | 
were put into peanuts. The land lies 
along the Colton boulevard. People 
passing have wondered at the im- 
mense patch of peanuts. The “patch” 
extends for one and a half mile. 

For several lays past harvesting of 
the peanut crop has been under way. 
The rains of last week interfered, 
causing the men to stop that work 
for several days. The thresher is 
now busy again on the peanuts. The 
thresher is working close to the 
highway. 

The peanuts were drilled in with a 








Ventura bean planter, in rows 30 
inches apart. The peanuts were 
dropped 12 inches apart. The plani- 
ing was done last May. 

After the peanuts were all planted 
they should have been irrigated, but 
the water was not available just at 
that time and the crop was hurt on 
that account. The peanuts were irri- 
gated three or four times after being 
planted, 


The peanut vines are plowed up 
and turned over so the roots and 
peanuts are towards the sun. The 


nuts dry in a few days and then the 
vines are put through the threshing 
machine, identical with a bean 
thresher. The motive power for the 
thresher is a Fordson tractor, which 
does the work satisfactorily. About 
five tons of peanuts is a day’s work 
for the machine. 

The land is turning off about 1000 
pounds of peanuts per acre. This re- 
fers to shelled peanuts. The peanuts 
will bring approximately 15c per 
pound, wholesale. Had the land been 
irrigated in time the yield would 
have been, according to the men on 
the ranch, a ton to the acre. 

After the vines are threshed, the 
straw is hauled to the ranch corrals 
and used for stock feed. There are 
lots of peanuts left in the straw, as 
the threshing is not done very clean. 
Peanuts are hard to thresh. Pigs wax 
fat on the straw and peanuts that 
are left in the vines. Horses and 
eattle will leave alfalfa hay to eat 
peanut vine hay.

NO LANGUAGE QUITE -PURE 
ee 
Words Expressing New Ideas and New 
Things Are Passed From Na- 
tion to Nation. 

If by “a pure language” is meant one 
that does not contain words adopted 
from another language, then there are 
none among civilized nations. A lan- 
guage is not something made to order, 
and that once made ends there so 
far as development is concerned. A 
language grows in many ways. Take 
modern English for example. It dif- 
fers considerably from the English of 
the time of Queen Elizabeth, and it 
is so different from the language 
spoken in England at the time of the 
Norman conquest that could one of 
those old Saxons come back he would 
not understand us and we would not 
understand him. And yet the lan- 
guage he spoke is the basis of modern 
English. Since the time of the Sax- 





ons there has been great growth. The 
Normans brought in French, and 
scholars since then have brought in 
thousands of words derived from Latin 
and Greek. 'These are English words 
today, but the roots from which they 
sprang are to be found in other and 
in many cases in older languages. It 
is because of this that the English vo- 
cabulary is so extensive and: the lan- 
guage so expressive. 

Italian, Spanish and French are 
largely derived from Latin, which was 
the language of ancient Rome, and far 
centuries Rome was the ruler of con- 
tinental Europe. And the Latins bor- 
rowed from the still older Greek. 


A living language is always grow- 
ing. For example, science is introduc- 
ing new words to express new ideas 
and to name new things. 


TRACING HISTORY OF BED 


Many Varieties Have Been Used, Not 
All of Them Conducive to 
Healthful Sleep. 


Iron beds were first made for ordi- 
nary use a couple of hundred years 
ago, and gradually people saw the ad- 
vantages of this metal bed, until now- 
adays they are almost universally in 
use. The Romans used rough frame- 
work beds, interlaced with thongs, al- 
though, of course, the idea was much 
improved upon in the beds of some of 
the emperors, ornamented with jew- 
els. After the thong-and-framework 
bed came the first idea of a mattress, 
in the shape of the “chest bed.” This 
was a kind of shallow box stuffed with 
dry moss or feathers, and although it 
must have been comfortable, it must, 
at the same time, have been extremely 
insanitary. Later on came the big 
four-poster canopy bedsteads. These 
pieces of “sleeping furniture” were 
hung with curtains whi¢h did little 
else but collect dust and keep away 
fresh air. One had to be wealthy to 
sleep at all comfortably in those days, 
for although there were, plenty of 
vermin about, there was no effective 
insect-killer. So when the bed of a 
rich man became infested, he moved 
to another of his houses, and let the 
vermin die of starvation. The. poor 
man, with only one house, merely 
grinned and bore ,it—or, rather, them, 





Inventor of the Letter-Box. 

The inventor of the letter-box was 
Anthony Trollope, the novelist, who 
was a surveyor of the post office, in 
England, from 1841 to his retirement 
from the service in 1867. One sure 
way of arousing Trollope’s ire was to 
suggest that he neglected his post 
office work for the sake of his novels. 
He took, as a matter of fact, an in- 
tense pride in his official work, or, as 
he put it, he had a passion for letters. 
In his autobiography he enumerated 
various benefits for which the public, 
had cause to be grateful to him, First 
eame the arrangement by which the 
people living in little villages could 
buy postage stamps; secondly, the free 
and early rural delivery, and the put- 
ting up of pillar or letter-collecting 
boxes. Of that accommodation he 
says: “In the streets and ways of 
England I was the originator, having, 
however, got the authority for the 
erection of the first at St. Helier, in | 
Jersey.” 





Caves Always of Interest. 
None of the peculiar formations of | 
the earth re more interesting than | 
eaves, and many are the adventures 
that have been had by the explorers 
of these often mysterious caverns, 
The very word “cave” seems to have 
a strong attraction for everybody. | 
Some of the best and most interesting | 
stories have been written about adven- 
tures in caves, so they have always | 
yeen well advertised on library | 
shelves. And then we must rement | 
ber that caves were the only homes of | 
many people who lived in the undiscov- | 
ered parts of the world thousands of | 
years ago, and this in itself adds much | 
historical interest to these natural | 
tunnels under the surface of the 
earth. | 








Historic Building. 
In the older part of the city of 
is a small frame 
house which was occupied by Governor 
Simcoe in 1792-93 immediately after 
Here he com- | 
posed the proclamation calling the 
first parliament of Upper Canada 
(now Ontario) to meet in the summer 
at Newark (now Niagara). In that 
parliament he not only laid the grounad- 
work of government but planned lib- 
erally for religious and educational 
work. The small “government house” 
has been modernized a bit by, a cheap 
poreh, but is still primitive as well | 
as eloquent in historic interest.— 
Christian Science Monitor.

If compulsory vaccination failed to accomplish its work 
in Great Britain and the law was finally repealed, why should we 
be forced to have impurities and germs put into the bodies of our 
children? 


This measure does not break down or in any way interfere with 
the health, sanitation or quarantine laws, nor deprive health officer 
of a single power.

HOLD TO YOUR LIBERTY BONDS 

National banks in many of the 
most important cities of the country 
are already practically bare of Lib- 
erty Loan Bonds and Victory Liberty 
Loan Notes as far as ownership goes, 
according to a Washington dispatch. 
The total amount of Liberty Bonds 
owned by all the national banks in 
the cities of Chicago, St. Louis and 
Boston combined on June 30, 1920, 
amounted to only $11,071,000, accord- 
ing to figures purporting to come 
from the comptroller of the currency. 

Bank loans on Liberty Bonds and 
Victory Lean Notes are steadily di- 
minishing, the dispatch stated, while 
only 444 per cent of national bank re- 
s@urces are now actually invested in 
these securities which are mostly 
owned @ present by permanent in- 
vestors. It is stated that the amount 
of Liberty Loan Bonds and Victory 
Liberty Loan Notes owned by the 
national banks on June 30, 1920, was 
only $1,027,976,000. The total re- 
sources of the national banks on 
June 30 last was given as $22,196,- 
000,000. 

The holdings of the country na- 
tional banks, this is to say, the na- 
tional banks outside of the Reserve 
and Central Reserve cities, was said 
to be exceedingly small in many 
states as compared with their hold- 
ings of other bonds and their total 
resources. All of the country na- 
tional banks in New York state held 
only $12,915,000 worth of Liberty 
Bonds as collateral for loans. The 
only other states whose country na- 
tional banks held in the aggregate 
as collateral for loans as much as 
$10,000,000 of Liberty Bonds were 
Pennsylvania, $31,434,000; New Jer- 
sey, $16,974,000; Massachusetts, $13,- 
997,000. 

As Liberty Bonds and Victory Lib- 
erty Loan Notes gradually find their 
way into the hands of permanent 
holders, it is the opinion of financiers 
thas we may look for an even trend 
of the bonds towards par. It is the

California are now being shipped to 
New York City and, not alone this 
fact but the still more remarkable 
fact that they are bringing the top 
of the market prices, notwithstand- 
ing the long trip. The market quota- 
tions on the day this item was writ- 
ten being from 85c per dozen to $1.08 
per dozen, 

The reason for this premium of 
from 15c to 20c per dozen over eggs 
from other sections of the country is 
owing to the extreme care in grading, 
packing and shipping the product. 

As a matter of fact this extreme 
care with which Southern California 
eggs are handled begins with the un- 
born chick; the “kimd” and “quality” 
of feed that is given to the mother 
hen that she may produce eggs that 
are not only “hatchable” hut eggs 
that are large and of even size from 
which strong vigorous chicks can be 
hatched, and not alone these facts 
but eggs from Southern California 
must be uniformly “good keepers.” 

To insure this latter quality cer- 
tain feeds have been found to con- 
tain the ingredients best suited to 
these purposes and in the Co-opera- 
tive Poultry Associations of Southern 
California the members are carefully 
and thoroughly instructed both in 
what to feed their hens and what 
not to feed their hens to make them 
lay eggs that can be shipped all the 
way to New York City, more than 
8500 miles away and gtill be in such 
prime condition upon arrival as to 
command a permium of 15 to 20¢ per 
dozen above the eggs from the mid- 
dle and western states in the same 
market. 

It has been found by experiment, 
with thorough tests made in many 
of the iarger flocks in Southern Cali- 
fornia, that the excessive use of cot- 
ton seed oil cake meal in the make- 
up of so-called “egg maches” is very 
detrimental to the quality of the egg 
both as a’ market egg and as a hatch- 
ing egg. 

As one organization that special- 
izes in the production of eggs of the 
very highest class—the Poultrymen’s 
Co-operative Milling Association of 
Los Angeles—with its hundreds and 
hundreds of members, has, for a num- 
ber of years used no cotton seed 
meal in any of the products turned 
out for poultrymen. 

Recently the Poutlry Producers of 
Southern California, Inc., issued a let- 
ter to each of its members warning 
them against the use of this form of 
protein.
